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MILITARY SIDE OF REVOLUTIONARY DEVELOPMENT/PACIFICATION 
Joint Campaign Plan and Revolutionary Development 



The Joint Campaign Plan for 1967 is based on the concept that the war in 
Vietnam is a single effort requiring close integration of military and 
Revolutionary Development (RD) activities. It assigns RVNAF the primary 
mission of supporting Revolutionary Development activities, conducting an 
active defense of political and economic centers,, and opening and securing 
lines of communication necessary for security and economic development. 

The primary mission of U.S. and other Free World Military Forces is to 
destroy the VC/NVA main forces, base areas., and resources, and/or drive the 
enemy into sparsely populated and food-scarse areas. The plan points out 
that although the primary missions of RVNAF and US/Free World Forces are 
different, "there will be no clear cut division of responsibility." 


Revolutionary Development Plans 


There is no single, coordinated or combined 1967 plan for pacification. 
The individual provincial RD plans are the mosaic from which such a docu- 
ment is now being developed. Since last December MACV, in coordination 
with RVNAF, has been pressing for Vietnamese provincial security planning 
which would focus military resources in areas where pacification efforts 
are to be concentrated. These plans are now being prepared. 

Indoctrination 


In order to indoctrinate and train ARVN forces in their new role, a Mobile 
Training Team (MTT) program was established in October 1966. Fourteen MTT's 
(one per Corps and one per Division) are now conducting a training program 
for ARVN battalions . Training covers all types of military actions for 
support of RD and emphasizes reorientation of the ARVN soldier ! s attitude 
toward the people. All ARVN battalions are scheduled to complete the 
training by 31 July 19 ^ 7 • The senior leadership of the RVNAF have endorsed 
the new role for ARVN. However, field grade officers continue to oppose the 
role as being degrading. Company grade officers reportedly favor the new 
role. .ARVN senior commanders are taking measures to correct the attitude 
of the field grade officers. 

Commitment 


The total number of ARVN battalions committed to the RD support role changes 
with the tactical situation. Sixty of the 158 Vietnamese battalions were 
committed to RD support missions in February 1967* CINCPAC anticipates that 
in CY 1967 approximately 50 $ of the total military effort in South Vietnam 
will be devoted to direct support of Revolutionary Development. This is a 
tentative judgment which will vary depending on terrain, location of popu- 
lation, food producing areas and the enemy situation. Although new Vietnamese 
directives permit assignment of ARVN forces to Province/District leaders, this 
concept has been slow in filtering down from Saigon.
